A national convention. ig to be Held in this 
city on Dec. 10, composed of builders, con- 
tractors, manufacturers, and employers in 
every branch of the building industry for the 
purpose of fofming a national association. 
This body will represent hundreds of mill- 
ions @f capital and will test its strength with 
the 4,000,000 members of trades unions. It 
may result in decia#ing the open shop policy 
in every city in the country. : 

It is expected that nearly every city in the 
United States where there is a central body 
of labor unions will be represented, and al- 
ready forty of the largest cities have been 
heard from, 


Take Idea from New York. 

The idea of the National Association of 
Employers had its inception in the forma- 
tion of the Building Trades Employers asso- 
clation in New York last spring. Nothing 
of the kind on so large a scale had ever been 
achieveg in any city in this country, and all 
cities Which had been disturbed by labor 
conflicts watched the outcome. When the 
arbitration plan was announced and it was 
demonstrated that it had proved successful 
employers in other cities made a closer study 
of the New York movement, with the result 
that many similar associations of employers 
di sprung up in various parts of the coun- 
ry.

Employers said: yesterday that the forma- 
tion! of the national association probably 
would not mean a decrease in wages. They 
declared. that the purpose of the amalgama- 
tion of employers was for the protection of 
theit own interests and not to injure organ- 
ized labor. 

American Federation Takes Stand. 

Apprehending, no doubt, that a movement 
of this character was approaching, the na- 
tional convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, recently held in Boston, gave 
extended attention to the open shop issue 
and furmulated a report strongly opposing 
it. Three-fourths of the 4,000,000 union men 
in the United States belong to the American 
Federation of Labor, and their opposition 
will be a factor to be reckoned with if a de- 
termined effort for an oper shop movement 

A well known labor leader in speaking of 
the contemplated national effort against 
union shops last said: 

“That question as exhaustively dis- 
cussed at the recent convention, and I do not 
care to say anything on the subject now 
beyond what {s contained in the convention’: 
report. That teport is plain and expressed 
the views of union meneverywhere. Any in: 
telligent) union man will tell you that the 
open shop can never exist In this country.” 

But in the face of the opposition of organ- 
ized labor it is a question that has been 
seriously discussed by employers all over 
the United States during the last few years,,. 
since labor troubles became so prevalent, 
A national organization of employers, it has 
often been said, was all that was needed to 
bring it about. — 

Employer Is for Peace. 

New York, Dec. 1.—[{Special.]—Leonard K. 
Price, vice president of the New Yark Em- 
ployers’ association, said today that the New 
York employers, for the present at least, 
would not favor the open shop policy in this 
city. 

“ We have laid out an equitable plan with 
our men in New York,” he said, “ and if the 
employé can demonstrate that he is a re- 
sponsible contracting: party and will work in 
good faith under the arbitration agreement 
it will do away with any question about an 
open shop here. But: should he fail to keep 
his agreement with us and former troubles 
be revived the open shop in New York City 
is as certain te come as the sun is to rise and 
set.

It was 5 o'clock in the afternoon when the 
small-group of creditors of Dowie and Zion. 
City tndustries appeared before Judge Koh!- 
United States District court 

Samuel A. Eftelson was present as their 
attorney. The creditors were the H. B. Smith 
Machine company, Smithville, N. J.; Eliza- 
beth McCrimmon, Batavia, I11.; and Meyer 
& Wenthe of Chicago. At last, upon the 
‘declarations of the petition of the creditors, 

Judge ‘Kohlsaat appointed Fred M. Blount, 

cashier ofthe Chicago National bank, and 
Albert Dean Currier of the law firmeof 
Boutell, Currier’ & Freeman recelvers in 
bankruptcy for all the property at Zion City. 

Earlier application had met with ‘some- 
thing of a rebuff from J udge Kohisaat, who 
bad said: 

‘*In go important a proceeding as this it 
would be only fair that the defendant should 
be notified. It should appear that the de- 
fendant has been informed of the matter.:’ 

At that time, after some.argument, Judge 
Kohlisaat declined to enter the order and = 
attorney left the courtroom. 


- Finally Enters the Order. 


Then at 5 o'clock Attorney Ettelgon, With 
Attorneys 8. O. Levinson and B. V. Béeker 
of the firm of Newman, Northrup, ~~ 
& Becker, again went before the court. Aft- 
er again relating the demands of the credit- 
ors Mr. Ettelson stated that it should be 
considered at once. 

‘This is an emergency matter, your hon- 
or,” he deciared. ‘* We fear the ¢reditors 
will suffer seriously’ if the notice of this ap- 
plication is given before a receiver has time 
to take possession. of the assets,’’ 

The petition was in the form of the usual 
papers in bankruptey and in addition ask- 
ing for the appointment of a receivership. 
The declarations were as follows: 

“John Alexander Dowle is insolvent. 

‘‘John Alexander Dowie has committed 
acts of bankruptcy in that he has made 
preferential payments, naming a payment 
made to the E. Streeter Lumber company of 
$3,770 on Nov. 2,”’ 

It is also set forth that the defendant has 
not paid employés wages due and that there 
sixty-five suits pending 
against him, involving more than $100,000. | 


Appoints Two Receivers. 


When these affidavits were presented to the 
court Judge Kohlisaat decided that a receiver. 
ship should be put Into effect, and Mr. Blount 

Mr. Currier were gt once appointed and 
e firm of Newman, 
Northrup, Levinson & Becker was appointed 
to act for the receivers. 

The receivers were called immediately to 
the office of the lawyers, and it was agreed 
to take possession of Zion City atonce. The 
bonds of the receivers, which had been fixed 
by Judge Kohisaat at $100,000, were com- 
pleted. Notices, embodying the order of the’ 
court and the appointment of the receivers, 
were written, which were to be pasted upon 
all property in Zion City. A force of ten 
constables, under the leadership of Paul 
Redieske, was organized, and plans were 
then made for the invasion. 

The total amount of the claims of the pe- 
titioning creditors was $1,169, divided as fol- 
lows: The H. B. Smith company, $400; Eliza- 
beth McCrimmon. $669; Meyer & Wenthe, 
$100. Attorney Ettelson said that none of 
these claims had been taken to judgment. 


Other Creditors Represented.

LEASES MAKE DOWIE DICTATOR. 


Overseer Controls All Property in Zion 
and May Revoke Any Contract 
at His Will 


“Leave Zion and you lose your ” 
This is the ultimatum which John Alex- 
ander Dowle’s followers fear, and their fear 
is keeping many in they would 
prefer to leave. - - 
Dowie’s strength over his people: lies in 


the ledse by which all Zion property holders 
have obtained their rights. Each ‘lease is 
for 1,100 years, but contains restrictions 
which allow the holder no more rights than 
if he rented. from month to month. Dowie 
may revoke the lease at any time and pay 
the investor whatever sum he is willing to 
offer. ‘The lessee has no recourse. 

In addition to binding himself te obey 
Dowle and the laws of Zion the lessee leaves 
his document:in the overseer’s care. The 
lease is locked .in a private recorder’s office 
maintained In Zion City, and Dowie can re- 
fuse to give the holder access to the con- 
tract. 

Some residents of Zion recently have taken 
leases to the Lake county recorder’s office, 

but even this course may result tn forfetture 
of their contracts, worded for the purpose 
of giving Dowlte supreme control not only 
over his people but. over their houses and 
lands as well. 

Restrictions in the lease erevide that the 
premises conveyed shal] never be used as” a 
place for keeping, raising, slaughtering, or 
eating swine, or a place for the use or sale of 
intoxicating drinks, tobacco, or cigarets, or 
for a drug store or physician’s office.”’ 

Some thirty other restrictions are named, 

and if any provision ts violated the property 
shall revert to Dewle, including al! improve- 
ments. * They shall be given wp without. 
any legal process,” it is provided, “the 


lessor agreeing to pay the lessee one-half 


by promissory note if the lessor so decides." 

-The last.clause of the lease declares that 
“the property is free from all former and 
other grants, bargains, sales, leases, mort- 
gages, taxes, or assessments of every kind, 
nature, and description whatsoever.” 

Despite this guardntee Dowle, itis sald, 
has only one tract of land in Zion not heavily 
mortgaged. Much of the land leased its given 
by Dowile as security for loans.

The history of. Zion, forming, as it. does, 
“Strange study of the possibilities arising from 


the birth of John Alexander Dowie—a son of 
Scotch parents, who recently has declared 
that the man he called father is not his 
father. | 

_- John Alexander Dowie was born near Edin- 
burg.on May 25. 1847. His mother was a 
Scot—an Alexander. The man who until last 
month was called his father was also a Scot— 
John Murray Dowie—who now lives in Iowa. 
Last month, during the New. York trip, 
which probably wrecked Zion,, Dowle de- 
clared that John Murray Dowie was not his 
father,-and that he was the offspring of an 
English army officer, a member of the no- 
bilty. He said his mother had been led to 
believe that her marriage to the army officer 
was invalid, and that, to save her name, she 
married John Murray Dowie. 
John Murray Dowle was a Congregational’ 
minister of comfortable fortune, and young 
Dowie received a fair foundation for his edu- 
cation under him and in the board schools 
of his native town. In 1860 the family re- 
moved to Adelaide, Australia, and for seven 
years young Dowie served as a clerk in a 
mercantile establishment. even then dis- 
played remarkable aptitude for business. 
Also he displayed religious tendencies, and 
at the age of.16 declared that he had been 
eured of dyspepsia by divine aid. 

In speaking of this time of his life Dowie 
declares that to him the Savior always has

The illness of Emperor William ts creating 
‘a doubt whether the usua] winter court will 
be held in’ Berlin. This is depressing to so- 
ciety people, who fear his majesty will not 
come tothe Berlin palace, but will remain in 
Potsdam until he goes southward. Conse- 
quently they hesitate to.visit their Berlin 
residences, Tradesmen complain they are 
suffering severely, and anticipate the worst 
season in years. 

Emperor Willlam has sent President, 
Roosevelt an autograph message by Baron 
von Sternburg, the German ambassador to 
the United States, who sailed for New York 
today from Bremen on the North German 
Lioyd steamer Kaiser William II. 

The émperor,. while receiving Baron von 
Sternburg in auglence on Sunday, remarked 
that he wished he could say a number of 
things to the president. He then took an or- 
dinary pad of paper and filled the right hand 
half, in German chancellory fashion, with a 
message, ending with his signature, “ my 
helm,” in ldrge letters.

Says He Was Fortunate 
to Beat Gardner. 


FIT FOR THE HOSPITAL. 


Champion Declares His Sickness 
Would Have Kept Him Out 
of Ring But for Forfeit. 


[BY GEORGE SILER} 
With the first knuckle of his‘right hand 


badly fractured and wrapped in bandages, 
his left *“ mawley’’ sore and swolien, and a |. 
severe cold, which affects his speech and 


which has stiffened every bone and muscle 
in his body, Bob Fitzsimmons, the grand 
old man” of the prize ring, arrived in Chi- 
cago from San Francisco yesterday morning. 


Bob is really a sick man and his general 
condition yesterday was such that it will 
take several weeks before he is himself 
again. He is doubled up like a 70 year old } 
man from the effects of his spell of sickness 
before and after his battle and his blistered 
feet are far from being well. With all his 
i‘ ls, pains, and stiffened joints, he was in 


good humor and spoke of his recent fight as 


the best in his career. Not, however, from 
the standpoint, as co ed by the rank and 
file of pugilism, as they still labor under the 
impression that Bob should have won with a 


| knockout, and not by a decision on points. 


Fortunate to Win. 
The old fellow takes a different view of the 


maiter, and argues that his age, the condition 


of his hands, and his physical condition when 
he Stepped into the ring was such he con- 


sidered himself extremely fortunate to win- 


at all. 

“I was more fit fora ‘bunk ’ in the hospital 
than I was to fight when I was called into the 
ring,”’ he said to the writer, “ and it is still 
a mystery how I ever went through those 


twenty rounds without going to pieces. My 


feet were blistefed and so painful I could 
scarcely hobble along. Every joint-and 
muscie in my body was sore and stiff from 
the cold I contracted, and besides which I 


| was in constant dread my hands would go 
back on me after the first few hard wallops, 


which, as you see, they did. I was indeed a 
sick man, and had I not been the battle would 
have been over before it was really on. 
bverything was against me, and that is why 
I think it the greatest fight in my career. 
“Yes, the battle was slow at times, but 
how could it be otherwise when I could not 
do myself justice and the other fellow was 
afraid to fight? They told me Gardner wasa 
strong, clever, hard hitting fighter, but I 


assure you I found him the reverse. I think 


he had a bad case of stage fright, which de- 
prived him of his strength and cleverness. 
At any rate it struck me so, as [ had no diffi- 
culty in landing on him or in handling him 
with ease in the clinches. I really felt sorry 
for him—he appeared so easy.”’ 


Hands Hurt by Hitting. -

finish him, but the blows I toppled him over 
with put both of my hands out of business.

I tipped the 
beam at 160 pounds in my underwear on 
the day of the fight, and if given a few more 
days to train, say about a week, I would 


have been away below the middleweight.

The de¢ision will be gratifying to “ organ- 
ized labor,” which will renew its efforts for 
the enactment of laws making the eight hour 
day obligatory. on all public work—state 
and municipal. Such a law, however, may 
be held by the Supreme court of a state en- 
acting it to be in conflict with the constitu- 
tion of that state, which will be the end of 
the law. While municipalities are the ctea- 
tures of the state, a state Supreme court 
may hold—indeed, one already has: held—~ 
that the legislature cannot compel them, 
when carrying out public works, to accept 
the eight hour day and thus add considera- 
bly to the cost of construction. 

The decision of the federal Supreme court 
simply is a declaration that if state legisla- 
tures choose to enact the kind of eight hour 
‘law mentioned those who feel aggrieved by 
it need not apply to the United States courts 
for relief. If the state courts rule against 
them they can go to the legislature, and if 
it refuses to accommodate them they must 
submit. 

There is a more important phase of the 
question than the one passed on by the Su- 
preme court. It is that of the constitution- 
ality of a law compelling private employers 
to observe an eight hour day.

But until 
now the Austro-Hungarian mission to the 
United States could only be held either by a 
bachelor or else by a diplomat possessed of 
considerable private means. 


It will have been noticed that the king

announced that they were to stay there on 
their way back to Italy, I expressed my

Arthur Sebright’s conviction in London of 
swindling the foolish young marquis of 
Downshire, and his sentence to eighteen 
months’ hard labor, will probably put a final 
extinguisher upon the festive career of one 
of the most unscrupulous and worthless men 
in English society. A seion of one of the most 
ancient houses of England, which has been 
settled in Worcestershire for near 600 years, 
good looking, well mannered, and possessed 
of all sorts of influential court connections, 
Arthur Sebright had, when he left college, a 
brilliant career before him. He seems, how- 
ever, to have been unable to stick to the 
straight path in anything thaé he undertook, 
and, after having figured repeatedly in the 
bankruptcy court in such a manner as to 
narrowly escape criminal proceedings, after 
having been mixed up in all sorts of unsavory 
affairs and arrested for fraud on several oc- 
casions, generally escaping either through 
his relatives compromising matters with the 
prosecutor, or else, thanks to some legal 
quibble, -he has finally been brought to book 
and sent to prison.

» ever reform, and it would appear that this 
i rule. if rule it can be called, likewise holds 
good with people of rank and family who 


involved in the toils of the law they seldom 
manage to,rehabilitate themselves, and are 
forever turning up again in connection with 
offenses either civil or criminal. Alfred 
Monson, for instance, is now undergoing five 
years’ penal servitude for forgery after hav- 
ing been repeatedly charged with one of- 
fense or another during the eight years 
which elapsed between ,his narrow escape 
from conviction for the fnurder of his pupil, 
young Cecil Hambrough, and his condemna- 
tion. for forgery; and it has been the same

the late Sir Edgar Sebright, who has been 
skating om the border line of crime ever since 


{| he appeared in the divorce court some twelve 


years ago, and was shown there to have ter- 
rorized one of the daughters of Lena, Lady 
Scott, into marrying him with the object 
of avoiding being called to account for hav- 
ing squandered the fortune of $150,000, which 
as a young girl she had intrusted to him for 
profitable investment. The trial was one of 
the most scandalous and unsavory that has 
taken place in the divorce courts for many 
years, and resulted in the marriage being 
dissolved on the ground of fraud and of 
terrorism. The ex-Mrs. Arthur Sebright 
subsequently married the wealthy ‘ Dick "’ 
Russell, a, landed proprietor, who is, how- 
ever, ho relation of the Earl Russell, who 
married her sister Mabel, whose marriage 
had likewise been dissolved. 


While thtre is no truth whatsvever in the 
story so widely published of the elopement 
of the Infanta Alice of Spain with her Ital- 
ian coachman, the unfortunate princess de- 
serving sympathy and respect instead of 
condemnation; reports come from Vienna, 
Paris, and London of strained relations be- 
tween the duke and duchess of Orleans, and 
persistent rumors have been revived to the 
effect that they are about to arrange a sep- 
aration, the duchess being unwilling to live 
any longer with the duke. 

It is astonishing that she should have re- 
frained from taking such a step until now. 
For she cannot but have felt cruelly the 
virtual ostracism to which she has been 
subjected by every court in Europe, even 
by that of her own native country—namely: 
Austria, by reason of the conduct of her 
husband. Nothing but sympathy has been 
expressed for her, but naturally it was im- 
possible to show her any attention without 
the latter being shared by her husband. If 
the duke is an object of such particular 
prejudice on the part of King Edward and 
especially Queen Alexandra, it is not alone 
by reason of the letter which he wrote con- 
gratulating the Paris artist Willette on one 
of his most disgusting caricatures of Queen 
Victoria at the beginning of the Boer war, 
‘but aiso on account of the manner in which 
the duke treated his wife on the last occa- 
sion that they were both at Sandringham. 

Matters seem, however, to have been 
brought to a climax by an incident which 
took place the other day at St. Poelten, near 
Vienna, where the duke ran.down with his 
automobile and severely injured a man. 
Stopped by the polite, he was forced to re- 
veal his identity in order to escape arrest, 
and he gave the name of the woman who was 
with him in the car as that of the duchess. 
The latter happened, however, to be at the 
time with her parents in Hungary, and his 
fair companion turned out to be a well known

LESSON NO. 111—Care of Woods. 


T the lecture given by Miss Bullard at 
the School of Domestic Arts and Sci- 
ence yesterday morning the house- 
keepers present learned of vari- 
ous cleaning methods, of polishes, and 

wax finish; they exchanged recipes for pol- 

ishes and told of experiences in putting and 
keeping woodwork and floor in order. | 

A few years ago carpets tacked down to 
the uttermost corner of the room were con- 
sidered essential to a civilized home; gradual- 
ly people began to appreciate the beauty of 
rugs and the unhygienic qualities of fastened 
carpets. The hardwood or painted floors be- 
came a fad, but now they have come to stay, 


| and the old time fastened carpet must go. 
At first only those who could afford hard- © 


wood floors had the luxury of clean floors 
under foot, but soon those who could not put 
in expensive floors began to paint them. It 
has been found that paint with no white lead 
in it wears the best, and with a floor given 


paves coats of paint a varnished finish. 


~o- 

-The kitchen floor is a great problem, but it 
has been found that maple and birch woods 
are the best, birch better than maple, owing 
to the fact that it does not absorb grease so 
readily. By the way, if you spill grease on 
your kitchen floor, pour cold water on it at 
once, as it will solidify the grease and enable 
you to scrape it off at once. 

But to return to kitchen floors, The old 
fashioned sanded floor, scrubbed with white 
sand, is, of course, the whitest, but In these 
days we seek for simpler methods and oil 
the kitch floor. Scrubbing is not as easy as it 
sounds, and, strange to say, the secret is not 
s0 much elbow. grease as" good, thorough 
rinsing when the brush has done its best. 


Waxed floors are the most beautiful, but 
they are also the most dangerous and should 
be managed with care. If your floor is pol- 


ished and as slippery as ice, do not endanger 
the lives of your family and friends by put- 
ting a small rug at the door. A rug that is 
not heavy enough to keep in place is a dan- 
gerous thing. Some people put a small piece 


of rubber underneath, which keeps the rug} 


from slipping. These floors should be cleaned 
with turpentine, a woolen cloth, then waxed 
and polished with the heavy »rush made for 

Varnished floors, which are general in 
apartments and rented houses, are quite a 
different story. Warm water, with a little 
kerosene in it, used once a week, keeps the 
floor in good condition. Eternal vigilance is 
the only remedy for the spots worn with con- 
stant passing. 


Cleaning of furniture made of different 
woods provoked much discussion, and it was 
surprising to find what an important part 
cold tea plays in this art. Cleaning furniture 
was followed in the discussion by the subtect 
of those awful white spots thatappearon,. 
cherished table. All sorts of methods, from 
holding a heated stove lid near the spot to the 
essence of peppermint, were dis¢ussed, until 
one young housekeeper startled every one's 
preconceived idea of fine polished surfaces by 
announcing that she had successfully re- 
moved these same white spots with sapolio. 


To the housekeeper who laments over the 
finger marks the little hands 6f her household 
leave on the furniture it will be easy to re- 
member to use sweet oi! for varnished sur- 
faces and kerosene for oiled. 

Then followed an interesting recipe for fur- 
niture polish, and other interesting ideas 
given from experience, and all those 
who heard went home determined to have 
their wood surfaces treated each according 
to its need. |

Watch the Children’s Breathings— 
The habit of breathing entirely through 
the mouth fs one capable of doing a great

It requires no great acumen on the 
part of the parents to detect a mouth breath- 
er. The most noticeable sign in such a child 
is the open mouth during sleep, although 
this condition may, injadvanced cases, exist 
allthe time. A child sleeping with its mouth 
open does not rest quietly, but is uneasy, 
tosses its arms dbout, is subject to night- 
mare, and may have attacks of croup, and 
make loud snoring sounds in its efforts to 
inhale enough oxygen to sustain the needs 
of its system. At times the muscular ex- 
ertion of breathing is so great that the 
child’s body becomes bathed in perspiration 
and gives the observer the impression that 
the little one is about to strangle. 

When mouth breathing has become an es- 


‘tablished habit with children, day and night, 


they acquire a vacant expression of face 
which in time gets to be almost idiotic, as 
the lips are more widely separated and the 
teeth ' are more prominently displayed. 
There is a want of development about the 
facial bones, causing the physiognomy to 
be long and thin. The glow of health: one 
naturally expects to find in childhood is ab- 
sent, and in place of it one sees a white and 
pasty complexion.

A COATING FOR DAMP WAL

CURRIED SWEETBREADS — Three 
sweetbreads, three pints of veal stock, one 
small onion, one lemon, a tablespoonful of 
curry powder, two ounces of butter, and salt 
to taste. Boil down the three pints of stock 
until it becomes one pint, add to it the juice 
of the lemon, curry powder, butter, and suffi- 
cient cornflour to make it a little thick, add- 
ing at the last the onion cut up and fried. 
Divide the sweetbreads into small squages, 
stew them in the gravy until cooked, and 
serve in a deep dish, with a wall of boiled rice 
round it. 

CURRIED BEEF OR MUTTON—Take 
some lean meat, cut into dice and fry lightly 
Add a cup of stock, a crushed 
clove of garlic (unless disliked), and simmer 
gently for one hour. Now slice and fry in 
butter .three large apples and two large 
onions and press these through a sieve. Re- 
move the clove of garlic from the stewpan 
containing the meat, and add the apples and 
onions, a heaped up tablespoonful or more 
of curry powder, two slices of sour tamarind, 
some chopped mango chutney, and a little 
potted ginger. Into this pour the contents of 
a cocoanut, if sweet. cocoarut milk is ob- 
tainable, otherwise grate four ounces of 


cocoanut and stew in half a pint of water | 


for an hour, then strain. 

CURRIED FISH—Choose a firm fish. that 
flakes well, such as turbot or fresh haddock. 
Boil and flake. Place half a pint of the water 
it was boiled in in a stewpan, stir in two 
tablespoonfuls of curry powder and some 
chopped mango and chutney. Simmer the 
fish in this saucefor twenty minutes, thicken 
slightly with a little flour and just before 
serving add two tablespoonfuls of cream. 

CURRIED OYSTERS—Open some oysters, 
allowing ‘six for each person if small, and 
place in a bow! with the liquor they contain. 
Prepare a sauce by frying two large sliced 
onions in butter and mixing with two table- 
spoonfuls of curry powder, some slices of 
sour tamarind, two ounces of grated cocoa- 
nut, and a little fish stock. Simmer for half 
an hour, thicken with a little flour, and then 
add the oysters and their liquor. Simmer 
for three minutes, then squeeze in the juice 
of a lemon and serve hot with the usual ac- 

ts of rice and duck.

Se far as America 
ig concerned, movements, except perhaps to 
those in the know, seem altogether. unin- 
teHigible and without rhyme or reason. We 
can understand the minor fluctuations of 
option markets, but for prices to decline 4c, 
and recover the same within seven days with- 
out any apparent alteration in the situation 
is perplexing to the last degree, and offers 
neither light nor leading to operaters who 
are accustomed to take their cue from the 
other side. It has been our view for some 
time that Europe has sufficient supplies to 
draw upon to fijl all possible requirements 
until well into, and possibly through, the 


‘winter months, and such being the Case, it 


would seem to be the proper policy on the part 
of importers to sit tight and wait until the 
exporting countries offer their grain at tempt- 
ing prices.

“I can account for the light movement 
wheat this year in only one way,” says H. 
Slaughter, “and that is on the theory that 
there has been no actual increage ip the 
production of wheat since the department of 

ulture arbitrarily raised the acreage 
ures in 1901 to make its totals of acreage 
and production conform with the census fig- 
ures.I believe there has been no real increase, 
and that on the basis of the 547,000,000 bu 
crop reported in 1900 we have not raised over 
500,000,000 bu this year. This country, in 
view of the increased population and in- 
creased consumption, isin a stronger position 
than in the Leiter year. Stocks are so light 
that I look for much higher prices before the 
close of the crop year.” 

Armour was apparently a seller of wheat 
in other markets, and the local talent thought 
there wae selling for the big long interest 
there on the opening advance, but Valentine 
was a large open buyer, checking the decline 
first at Sle for May, and rallying it at the 
close from 80%c.

In point of gains the Alley “ L “ led the list, 
the dally averages for the month showing 
148,898 passengers carried, as against a daily 
average in November, 1902, of 83,299. Thisis 
an increase of 60,009, or 72.15 per cent. 

A considerable percentage of the increase Is 
directly attributable to the strike on the 
surface lines, which diverte trutiic to the 
Alley “L" during the last two weeks in 
the month From Nov. 12 to Nov. 2, in- 
clusive, the average daily traffic was 206,000. 
This exceeded by 10 per cent any like period 
oe 1898, the world’s fair year. The ban- 

ner day for the month was Nov. 14 when 
229,635 passengers were carried. During the 
rush hours when.this enormous traffic was 
handled it was customary to turn trains at 
Thirty-ninth street, Forty-seventh street, 
and. Sixty-first Commenting on the 
excellent showing made, President Leslie 
Carter said; 

“The figures demonstrate the capacity of 
the road to do a big passenger business in an 
emergency, and show also what can be done 
later when we have the additional tracks and 
power now proposed. The November strike 
crowd was carried with little complaint, and 
there would have been less if it had been pos- 
sible to lengthen the loop platforms.” 


More Treffic on All Lines. 

The Northwestern Blevated made the sec- 
ond best showing for the month, a dauy aver- 
age of 71,422 passengers, as compared with 
67,286 daily during November of last year, an 
increase of 4,186, or 6.23 per cont. The ¥v- 


age of gain better than either of the other 
systems. 

In the case of the Metropolitan Blevated 
the daily gain for the month was 3,859 pas- 
sengers, or 3.5 per cent, as compared with 

the previous November. The daily average 
this year was 114,148 passengers, as against 
110,289 the previous year.

Current rates 
remain 6 to 6% per cent, and show, if any- 
thing. a hardening rather than an easing 
tendency. Practically no money is now mov- 
ing toward the west, but, on the other hand, 
nearly all banks expect wearers balarces 
to be built up soon. 
Outlook Is Reported Bright. 
In its Wall street gossip the United States 
Investor says: 
“The situation is improving. This = 
the time for holders of good stocks to t 
them over because of the pessimism which is 


| now eo rampant in the confines of Wall street. 


Nobody disputes that we are in for a year or 
two of more nominal business conditions, 
but the country is far from going to the dogs. 
Stocks may decline more next year, but they 
have pretty much discounted the future. 

“Tt should not be forgotten that the coun- 
try has had large crops, which is certainly 
not a bear card on the railroads, especially 
those of the west. It is probable that the 
railroads of the country will show for the 
present fiscal year as good earnings as for the 
last year; retrenchments may even make for 
larger net results. In view of the contraction 
of business it is well to bear in mind that 
strong efforts are being made to stimulate 
our exports of manufactured articles. It was 
the export trade which saved-Germany from 
a business crash in 1900, and the same factor 
should.do much to mitigate our own troubles. 
In its effect upon the stock market the pros- 
pects for cheap money after Jan. 1 are not 
without significance. 

* Undoubtedly we should already have seen 
buying of stocks by the public were !t not 
generally tied up in securities purchased at 
higher prices. It is a well known fact that 
the big interests are much in the same boat, 
and many of them would like to average 
around the present level. As a director in 
one of the industrial combines remarked the 
other day, the largest interests in the street 
have been nonplused by the extensive 
shrinkage in values. They realize that 
stocks are attractive at the present level, and 
yet, as money conditions rule at present, 
cannot obtain funds with which to carry the 
same, The raiiroad.stocks today, 4s a rule, 
are selling above the level of last August, in 
gpite of continued bear attacks and adverse 
developments. It does not seem, therefore, 
that they should promise profit. to the in- 
vestor with the requisite nerve and cash to 


buy.” 
Railway Earnings. 

Railroad earnings continue to show a gain 
ever last year. Gross earnings of al) rail- 
roads in the United States reporting for No- 
vember to date are $10,524,517, a gain of 5.2 
per cent compared with the corresponding 
period in 1902. There is the same tendency 
toward a smaller volume of tonnage that 
has been noted in the last two or three 
months. Earnings for November to date, 
for practically the same roads in October, 
for leading roads reporting for the month 
of’October, and for the same roads in Sep- 
tember and August are given below, com- 
pared with last year:

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 
Commissioner of Tennessee Asks Courts 


to Have Grand Juries Investigate Vio- 
letions of Insurance Laws. 


New York, Dec, 1.—{Special:}—Insurance 
Commissioner Folk of Tennessee has ad- 
dressed a letter to each circuit judge in that 
state having criminal jurisdiction request- 
ing that grand juries be instructed as to 
certain insurance laws that he says are he- 
ing constantly violated if information re- 
ceived by the commissioner is correct. Mr. 
Folk calls attention to ihree sections of the 
general insurance laws that are said to be 
most generally disregarded. The first is 
the clause against rebating. In touching on 
this subject the commissioner says: 

“ Section 28 provides there shall be no 
discrimination in the amount of premiums 
paid or the benefits received between insur- 
ants of the same class and equa!) expectation 
of life. If my information is correct quite 
a large number of agents habitually give the 
persons insured rebates on their premiums 
ranging from 20 to 90 per cent. It is un- 
necessary for me to make any argument to 
you that this pernicious practice is unjust 
to the person who pays his fuil premium 
to the agent who observes the law.” ~— 

The other two laws referred to by the 
commissioner are in regard to the operation 
of unauthorized companies and the practice 
of agents acting for companies before ob- 
taining from the state insurance depart- 
ment a certificate of authority. The attor- 
ney general of Tennessee a fewdgjays ago 
advised the commissioner it wat not his 
duty to follow up the prosecution of indi- 
vidual cases of rebating unless the company 
conld be connected with the matter, but 
that it was entirely proper for the state 
commissioner to call thé attention of the 
courts to the violations in question.
